ettention of Judge KAUFMAN the' motion for the FBI to produce the results of ' 
the interviews with CHAMBERtfin 1942 and 1945. Apparently the judge had 
forgotten all about this, bet upon being reminded he asked AUSA Murphy where 
the results of these interviews were and why they had not been turned over 
to him. Vr. Murphy advised the judge that he had the interviews there and 
the judge advised he would look them over and make a ruling as te-whether 
they should be made available to the defense. . AAG Donegan went in after 
court adjourned for the noon recess and spoke to the judge. The administra- „ 
tive items mentioned by the Bureau and other items which were not pertinent 
had been marked off on* the letters and they were pointed out to the judge as • 
being extraneous to this .trial*. Judge KAUFMAN advised Mr. Donegan that he 
would read the letters during the noon recess and would rule thereafter as 
to whether there were any inconsistencies in the information furnished by 
CHAMBERS to the agents during those interviews.

On the eftexnoon of June 13, 1949 I discussed with Mr# T. J. 
Donogan Bureau letters of 1942 end 1945 which had been given to Judge 
Kaufman, and he advised as follows: 



Judge Kaufman, in chambers after the termination of today's 
session of the trial, called counsel in and said that he had reviewed the 
FBI statements of 1942 and 1945* Mr. Murphy called to his attention that 
they were not FBI statements} that they were FBI communications} that they 
were -letters reflecting some information the agents had obtained from 
CHAMBERS/? The Judge said that he had examined them and he believed there 
was information in them that was contrary to the testimony of CHAMBERS and • 

. therefore the defense was entitled to that information. Mr. Murphy called 
• to the Judge’s attention again the fact that these were not statements} 
that they were not signed but they were merely a recording of the results of 
the interview with CHAMBERS on these respective dates. Murphy also stated 
that in the event the Judge intended to furnish these statements to the , 
defense, he would want to refuse and he would desire to put an agent on the 
stand so that the agent would be in a position to refuse to follow the Judge's 
instructions to turn them over, pursuant to the regulations of the Attorney 
General. 




The Judge stated that he had that in mind, but he did not think the 
problem of taking this position was involved and furthermore, he had already 
examined the statements and he had satisfied himself as to the materiality. 

He then stated that it was his intention that he would read oertain parts of 
these FBI statements. Mr. Murphy again called his attention to the fact 
that they were not FBI statements. The Judge then read from the May 14, 1942 
statement, page 2, a sentence that WHITTAKER CHAMBERS advised he was a 
member of the Communist Party from 1924 until the Spring of 1937, at which 
time he ceased connection with the Party. On the last page of that latter 
to the Director, dated May 14, 1942, he read this excerpt* "He was advised 
that it might be deemed advisable to secure more detailed information on one 
or more parts of his above discussion but it is pointed out that this 
Individual left the Party in 1937... "• He then advised that in the letter 
of June 26, 1945, the Bureau letter which reflects an interview with CHAMBERS, 
CHAMBERS eaid in two instances he was in the Party from 1924 to 1937. The

make what he terms a "splinter" break and it is typical that they are reluctant 
to make a full disclosure of their Information at the time of the initial " 
break and continue to parcel out the information. 



Hr. MORRIS did not 'know -whether or not we would be able to Introduce 
this -type of testimony and whether it would be of assistance in connection 
with this CAse but he wanted to call it to the attention of this office for 
appropriate consideration.

He further advised that ISAAC BON LEVINE told him that PRISCILLA HISS 
was a Communist Party member and while Hr. MORRIS had no specific information 
regarding this information, he is getting in touch with LEVINE and advised 
that if any information is developed along this line of a specific nature S 
he will appropriately advise this office. He also stated that CARL BINDBR/?r 
the psychiatrist, was reported to him by LEVINE as being a dose friend of 
HISS; further, it w«s his recollection that -BINDER'S name had (Appeared In 
the Dies Committee report as being a member of some Communist Party front 
groups.

. Reference is nade to my call of this morning to Soccial Agent Bert 
Zander, with reference to Q5* ••• ' 

Vr. Zander advised at 12:20 p.m. today that it would be futile to 
• go to the State Department .in pursuit of the-renue3ted information.. He pointed 
out that an extensive' effort' had been made at the State Department earlier in the 
case with respect to C5» It will be noted that 05 i3 not actually a State De- 
partment document as such; rather, it is information typed from an *'ID report 
dated January 7, 1938, entitled "SIKO-JAPAKESE SITUATION," etc. An exhaustive 
search of the State Department failed to find any carbon copy cf what we call 
Q5. It i3 also noted that Q5 does not contain any stenographer^ initials. 

In view of the foregoing, Vr. Zander stated that it is not possible to ascertain 
the location of any stenographer's notes in connection with C5 inasmuch as no 
record of C5 as such ever was located in the State Department. He further ad- 
vised that the secretaries in the State Department who had worked in HISS' office 
had been questioned regarding C5 and they failed to have any knowledge regarding 
the document. -

MR. hHITEHEAfl^stated that he did not hear the. reported conversa- 
tion wherdhKRS. JAMES alleged 7 that she and her husband were in sympathy with 
HISS. The conversation was repeated to. him by MISS LILLIAN JAEGEJrand, according 
to WKI'EEHEAD, the statement was made in the presence of MISS JAEGER, BR. and MRS. 
GEDDIs/'and possibly a man named KINjfvmay have been present. WHITEHEAD stated 
that foth MISS JAEGER and MR. and Mflis. GEDDIS would be cooperative if we wanted 
to interview them. He also stated that MRS. JAj£E$ is a guest at the St. Francis 
Health Resort. 



MR, KAACK wanted to know whether MISS JAEGER should be inter- 
viewed in view of the fact that WHITEHEAD was not present when the allied conversa- 
tion took place.

On the morning of June' 9, 1949 Mr. H. fc. FLETCHER of the bureau 
called to advise that the Bureau feels thit the two letters ref J;f . 

referenced two interviews, namely, dated May 14» 1942 and June 2p, 1945 should 
not be introduced as evidence. Mr. FIETCHER advised that we should discuss 
this with Mr. DONEGAN in order that he may in turn discuss it with Judge Kaufman. 
Mr. FLETCHER advised that- the Bureau feels that- there is certain extraneous 
information in these letters plus the fact that the letters reveal the -names 
of some individuals under investigation and that the letters reveal confidential 
information and administrative infonnation* Wr# FIETCHER pointed out the 
following parts of the letters in questions

of the Bureau relative to our teletype of June 7, 1949 advising that Laboratory 
experts FEE11AN and WEBB should be available for the trial in 'the above case at 
New York City on the morning of June 9# 1949* Mr. HARBO advised that FEEILAN 
would be here in ‘accordance with our. request^, however, WEBB is standing. by for 
• testimony on the COPLON case in Washington. Mr. HARBO requested that we check 
with prosecuting attornies Murphy and Donegan to see whether WEBB is needed 
at this time. 



Supervisor 'III OHY. caused a check to be made with Mr. Murphy and Mr. 

*. Donegan who advised that they plan'to utilize WEBB possibly on the morning of 
June 9th, therefore, they would like to have him come up to New York this 
afternoon to go over the recent charts he has made. Mr. HARBO was so advised. 

However, the Bureau had also checked with Mr. Vihearty and Mr. Kelley 
handling the COPLON case, and they said they were moving to use WEBB this 
afternoon or tomorrow morning in the COPLON case, consequently, he could not 
come up to New York. I advised Mr. HARBO that we would inform Mr. Murphy and 
Mr. Donegan of this, and in the event they felt WEBB was still necessary here 
at this time, they could contact Mr. Whearty and Mr. Kelley and work it out 
among themselves.

The informant also made the comment that Hiss had wonderful <« 
lawyers, that they had done a complete job of investigating all aspects 
of the case and that Apparently they are being paid from what is known 
as the Alger Hiss Defense Fund to which prominent people have been 
making $3,000 contributions. This source stated that Eugene Meyer, 
former owner of the Washington Post, had contributed $3,000- to the 
Alger Hiss Defense Fund and that he also understood that Dean Ache3on,' 
Secretary of State, had made a similar contribution through a member 
of Ache son* s law firm. This source stated that the House .Un-American 
Activities Committee is endeavoring to prove these contributions and 
intended to subpoena bank officials to produce any cancelled checks 
to support these contributions.

You should immediately advise- Mr, Donegan and Mr. Murphy 
of the above information.^. 
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At 11:15 am on June 6, I called Hr. H. B. Fletcher of. tlfe Bure au f 
to advise him that defense attorney STRYKEFt had asked CHAMBERS, ' o rf 
examination this morning, when he was first interviewed by the FBI an«(^»YSr^ 
CHAMBERS replied about 1943.* He was then asked if he was again interviewed 
by the FBI and he replied that he had been in 1945, he believed. He was then 
asked if the FBI took a statement from him and replied that* the agents did 
notj that in the first interview the agents took notes and in the second 
interview they wrote out the material but he was not asked to si gn anything* 



STRIKER then made a motion that the judge direct the government to 
produce the testimony of CHAMBERS before the Grand Jury in October, 1946} 
the record of the interview had by RAY MURPHY of the State Department with 
. • CHAMBERS} and the record of the two FBI conversations with CHAMBERS in 1943 
*.. and 1945. ' The judge denied 'the motion but directed the government to turn 
over to him (the judge) the Grand Jury testimony mentioned above and the ' 
statements made to FBI agents in 1943 and 1945* The judge refused to direct 
the government , over STRIKER’S strenuous objections, to produce the MURPHY 
interview. STRYKER said he might have to subpoena the records from the 
State Department. 



• Mr. Fletcher was advised that the judge said that he wanted to 
read the Grand Jury record and the two statements to the FBI for the purpose 
of seeing if there were any inconsistency with the statements made by 
CHAMBERS later. If there were no inconsistency} he would continue to deny 
STRYKER'S motion and if there was any inconsistency, he would rule otherwise. 



I advised Mr. Fletcher that the two interviews with CHAMBERS are 
reflected in letter to the Bureau dated May 14, 1942 entitled "WHITTAKER 
CHAMBERS, was., ESPIONAGE - R", an 8 page letter, and a 22 page letter dated 
June 26, 1945, entitled "WHITTAKER CHAMBERS, INTERNAL SECURITY - R". I 
advised Mr. Fletcher that I had briefly looked over these letters and it 



appeared that they were the most concise means of reflecting the interviews 
although the lettera included the results of file checks on several names 
mentioned by CHAMBERS. In addition, on page 18 of the letter dated June 26, 
1945, mention is made of the Key Figure List i n the New York office, I 
pointed out that if these are turned over to the judge and lie finds any
